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Last Big Fortress in Poland 
Falls; Slavs Give Ground 
on the Whole front. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—Grodno, the last of 
fell into the hands of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg’s army yesterday - the 
twelfth stronghold to be taken by the 
Teutonic invaders since the fall of War- 
aw on Aug. 8. 

Not a word is said in the official German 
report regarding the fate of the garrison. 
It may be inferred from this that there 
was no garrison, but only an insignificant 
force left behind for rear guard actions. 

Thus, paradoxical as it may sound, the 
capture of Grodno Is attended, at present 
at least, by a victory for Grand Duke 
Nicholas, while for the Germans it means 
the taking of an empty fortress battered 
to pieces by their own guns, besides the 
burden of feeding the population Of the 
occupied area. 3 

. German Trap Misses Prey. 

A week ago the Germans took Olita, 
due north of Grodno. This enabled them 
to sweep in a southwesterly direction and 
cut the Grodno-Viina railroad with the 
view of trapping the forces that had re- 
treated from Brest Litovsk upon Grodno 
and also the garrison of the fortress. 
But the Russian forces slipped out of their 
reach. 

With his main forces and the greater 
part of the garrisons of twelve fortresses, 
Grand Duke Nicholas is still retreating, 
safely and orderly, eluding the giant 
armies that are pursuing him, out of the 
Bieldwieska forest and out of the marshes 
that extend for many miles eastward 
from Brest Litovsk. 

Thus the aim of the Germans, to crush 
the Russian main army, is still unfulfilled. 
The decisive battle is still to be fdught. 


Way Opened Toward Vilna. 

Nevertheless, the taking of Grodno is 
not to be underestimated. It opens a free 
road to the Germans for Vilna, north of 
the just captured fortress and connected 
with it by an excellent railway. That 
this big Russian town is the next goal of 
part of the German armies is again mani- 
tested by the statement in yesterday's: 
official repart that German cavairy 
advanced to the northwest and west of 
Vilna.” ‘ 28 

Meanwhile the last pter of the 
Galician drama is being written by the 
steady progress of the Austro-German 
armies, who yesterday took the town of 
Brody, only three miles from the frontier. 
Butéthe Austrian official statement sig- 
nificantly reports that the Russian 
forces already pushed beyond the border 
are lined up over the whole front,“ and 
that the Austro-German armies are pre- 
paring to attack“ q 


Germans Gain Before Riga. 

Riga, the Russian Baltic port, continues 
ta be the objective of the Teuton armies 
in Courland, and eventually no doubt of 
the German Baltic fleet. Progress in the 
land movement was reported by Berlin 
today in the form of the capture. of the 
fortified bridgehead at Lennawada, on the 
Dvina river, between Piedrichstadt and 
Riga. This is considered for the Russians 
a critical point, for should the Germans 
succeed in crossing the Dvina the Rus- 
tians would be compelled to evacuate 
Riga, while their position between the 
Dvina and Vilna, and even southwest of 
the latter city, would be jeopardized. 

Military critics believe the Russians will 
make a stuSborn defense on the Dvinea, 
for, should they fail here, the German 
fleet would gain command of the Gulf of 
Riga, anu by landing troops at Pernau, 
would considerably shorten the protracted 
‘march to Petrograd, which is understood 
to be the ultimate objective of the German 
higher command. 


Berlin Report of Successes. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—The army of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg has captured 
Grodno, the last of the strong Russian 
fortresses to hold out.. 

The German troops which are advanc- 
ing on the important Russian port of 
Riga, on the Baltic, have made a further 
consequential gain. Oneial announce- 
ment was made today that they captured 
a position northwest of Friedrichstadt. 
which is aboyt forty-miles from Riga. 

The capture of Grodno marks the fall of 
the twelfth fortress under Teutonic at- 
tacks on the eastern war front within a 
month, beginning with the fall of Warsaw 
on Aug. 5. aaah 

German Official Statement. 

“Army group of Field Marshal’ von 
Hindenburg: Our cavalry carried by as- 
sault the fortified bridgehead at Lenne- 
wada, northwest of Friedrichstadt, which 
was held by infantry of the enemy,” the 
official statement says. “' Yesterday they 
took prisoners 350 men.

Oppose the Harriman 


Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Chi- 
cago Municipal court believes that the 
American public is not ready for a whole- 
sale sterilization plan such as Mrs. E. H. 
Harriman and her aids are advocating in 
the east. Mrs. Harriman has lent finan- 
clal aid to a program looking to the 
sterilization of 15,000,000 subnormal and 
defective ‘in the United States. 

“The movement is @ wise one, Judge 
Olson said. “‘ There is no doubt of the 
need of preventing persons of low mental 
grades of propagating their kind. But 


the American public is squeamish and I 


am afraid it would not tolerate just now 
any such advanced program. 


Will Influence Nation. 

The program outlined by Mrs. Harri- 
man, John D. Rockefeller, and Andrew 
Carnegie undoubtedly will change the 
sentiment in the country so that after 
a number of years such a program can 
be enforced. 

There is an ingrained fear on the part 
of tke public against placing in the hands 
of doctors any such power over the des- 
tinies of their fellow beings.’’ 


Olson Has Plan. 


Judge Olson offered a plan which will 
fill the intervening space between the 


present and the time when the American 
public will be ready to accept ther ad- 
vanced program of the eastern million-| 
aires. 

Segregation is the weapon society 
will use rst, Judge Olson continyed. 
By segregating in a unit in farm colo- 
nies these mental defectives and subnor- 
mal persons it will be possible to prevent 


the propagation of others of like nature.

Ample evidence of our national complacency is 
furnished by the lack of interest taken in the 
frequent Mexican ‘invasions of this country. 

Newspaper reports of the murdering of Ameri- 
cuns, destruction of American property in viola- 
tion of our national boundaries, by organized 
bands of Mexicans, obtain less display in the 
newspapers than baseball victories or the 
squabbles of a school board.

For years now as a nation we have failed te 
resent insult.

A recent study by Bunting and Rickert, 


members of a research commission of 


the National Dental association, con- 
cerns some of the causes of decay in the 
teeth. In order to prevent deeay they 
found the teeth must be kept clean, but 
without harming the enamel, and the sa- 
liva must be kept right. 

To keep the teeth clean the commission 
recommends that the teeth be brushed 
lengthwise of the teeth rather than across 
them. When teeth were brushed with 
diluted vinegar it was found that the 
enamel wore away appreciably, and their 
surfaces were found corrugated. 

If the saliva is thin and does not have 
much tendency to form deposits, the teeth 
should be washed with e very fine pow- 
der, or even with plain water. In fact, 
the investigators got excellent results 
from the use of water alone as a wash. 

A fine grit powder which gave good re- 
sults in these cases was found composed 
of:

If the saliva be thick the commission 
advises a polishing powder, with coarser 
particles. Most of the powders and pastes 
on the market are made from chalk. 
Many contain tin. Pumice stone and 
cuttlefish bone furnish a much coarser 


grit. Generally it is inadvisable to use 


go coarse a grit daily. 

Every person should go to his dentist 
at certain intervals to have his teeth 
cleaned more thoroughly. In cleansing 


the teeth the dentist uses pumice stone. 


The report of thie commission, pub- 
lished in the Journal of the National Den- 
tal association, pictures the size of the 
grit in some twenty-four substances used 
for tooth powders and pastes.

The Villa d'Este is one of the most 
beautiful and widely known places in 
Italy, and was for many years inhabited 
by the late Cardinal Prince Gustave 
Hohenlohe, who had secured the lease- 
hold of the place for a nominal rental 
for life. | 1 4 

He spent some sixty or seventy thou- 
sand dollars in repairs, and after his 
death a man of the name of Nobile, 
who was his adopted son and heir, 
brought a suit for that amount against 
its owner, the late Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, but was defeated. 

Since the cardinal’s death, a number 
of years ago, the piace has remained ter- 
ribly neglected. The late Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, who entertained the 
most intense hatred for the reigning house 
of Italy, and, indeed, for everything 
Italian, was so convinced that sooner or 
later Austria would once more be involved 
in war with Italy that he declared that 
any money spent on the Villa d'Este 
would be wasted, since on the outbreak of 
hostilities it was certain to be seized by 
the Italian government. 


The villa was 9 im 1555 by the 
great Cardinal. Ippolito of Ferrara. 
Building was continued and completed 
by Cardinals Luigi and Rinaldo of the 
same ilk, and remained in the possession 
of the family until, in 1674. Cardinal 
Francisco of Ferrara was called upon 
to put aside his red hat and to ascend the 
ducal throne of Este as Francis II. 

At the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the reigning Duke of Este decided 
to sell the villa, but, failing to find a price, 
denuded it of a number of its most beau- 
tiful statues, including those of the 
Cyprus theater, and of the Tiverino 
Sibyl. | 

When the last of the Estes, Hercules III., 
Duke of Modena, a spendthrift and an 
exile, died at Trieste in 1797, he willed the 
villa and its grounds and gardens to his 
only daughter, Beatrice, married to Arch- 
duke Ferdinand of Austria. 

The son of this union succeeded to the 
throne of Modena as Francis IV., and 
also to the possession of the Villa d'Este, 
and was followed in his turn by his son, 
Francis V., whose duchy of Modena was 
incorporated in 
1860. ) 

When he died without issue fifteen years 
later at Vienna he bequeathed the Villa 
d'Este and the entire vast Este fortune 
to his cousin, the late Archduke Charles 
Louis, second brother of Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, who in turn left it to his son, 
Francis Ferdinand, on whose assassina-
